SPIRIT 


ll is Imped that thr students, ulurnni 
and friends of Assumption College will hr 
pleaded with the first iwue of the “(Purple 
and W hite." To maintain a school paper, 
respectable in form anti content, is not an 
COM' buk. Conscious «»f this furl, the 
students have, ncvcrthclc?-*, decided to pro- 
dlirr a publication which will he a credit 
fo themselves and to their alma mater. 
Whether or tint llirir effort# will attain re¬ 
sult* in keeping witii their hopes, time only 
will tell, but at any rate, their ambition 
(Jwtvm praise and encouragement, 

I he Collegian .of recent memory, was 
intended for the actual indent body only. 
It i* hoped, however, that the “Purple and 
\\ hile will tnak** an equally strong appeal 
to former and present student> and will 
tmd to cement the union between these two 
bodies. If this hope is realized. the paper 
will he a Idg asset to the college and pos¬ 
sibly will prove a more important factor 
in the life of the college than Home things 
that are usually considered of prime neces¬ 
sity. 

Tlie term college, so commonly used, is 
not easily defined. Buildings do not make 
a eollrge. 'the buildings may he replaced 
bill the college remains the same. Nor 
does tin* learningVtalT make a college. A 
body of professors of exceptional ability 
might conduct a very mediocre school and, 
moreover, in the course of twenty or thirty 
year" the personnel of the staff undergoes 
almost a Complete change hut the college 
goes im. The students in actual attend¬ 
ance do riot make a college. Four or live 
years produce an entirely new body of 
ft h i d c n l s hut the college undergoes no such 
change. 

All these factors buildings, staff and 
students arc necessary but do not consti¬ 
tute a college. Other requisites are of no 
hss necessity. The traditions, for example, 
are indispensable. When the traditions 
change, the college changes, lire fellow¬ 
ship of the students and their loyally to 
their alma mater, in a word, all those 
things summed up in the term "college 
spirit/* constitute an essential feature. 


The alumni are, or at least may 1 m?, a 
more potent factor than any of these 
things. The alumni are part and parcel 
of their, alma mater. The reputation of a 
college is in their hands. Their success is 
the sueecss of their almu mater, their fail¬ 
ure is the failure of their alma mater. They 
can do more to promote her growth and 
prosperity than the whole teaching staff, 
( or example, if each alumnus were respon¬ 
sible for the preserur of one student nt his 
alma mater. Imrdlv any college in the 
country would have room for the enroll¬ 
ment this would demand. The unaided 
efforts of the teaching staff could in no way 
produce thin result. Again the fellowship 
existing among thr alumni, their loyally to 
their alma mater and their relationship to 
her staff nnd students have a tremendous 
bearing on the life of a rollege. A col¬ 
lege man talking to a stranger may dis¬ 
cover that he is an old student of his alma 
mater. They are no longer strangers— 
they are friends. There i* a bond of re¬ 
lationship between them. This bond, ce¬ 
menting together into one united whole the 
students pa<l ami present, is not duplicated 
apart from college life. The relationship 
among business men, close as it may be, is 
something quite different. It is this union 
which makes the alumnus take a personal 
pride in the success of his alrnu mater and 
makes his alrna mater look upon his suc¬ 
cess as her suixess. 

ll is the hope of “Purple ami White*’ to 
•trengthen this bond that hinds into otic 
living whole the alumni, students and stuff 
of Assumption—to make all interested in 
and anxious to promote the aim of As¬ 
sumption College viz. to send forth from 
her portals young men of sterling Christ- 
ian character, men with keen intellects and 
strong wills, men who will look with the 
pioper prospective on tilings eternal and 
things temporal. If the effort attains even 
a slight success, it will he ample reward 
for the work culuiled.

Public Speaking Aim of 
Si. Basil’s Literary 
Society 

HISTORY OF SOCIETY OUTLINED 


An invaluable asset was given tin* stu¬ 
dents of Assumption College for all times 
when, in the year 18?B, St. BasilV Literary 
Society was brought into existence by Rev¬ 
ert nd M. J. Ferguson C.S.B. Realizing 
the need of an association for the promo¬ 
tion of literary culture and proficiency in 
writing among the pupils of the College. 
Father Ferguson set about making prepara¬ 
tions for the realization of the project. 
Accordingly the first official meeting witi 
held on October the First. 1873. with 
Reverend R. McBradv acting us Critic 
Secretary. 

The first care of the devoted blunder of 
the society was to draft a constitution 
wherein would be laid down the conditions 
attached to membership. I bis constitu¬ 
tion is largely the same as the Reverend 
Father had helped to draw up at St. Mi¬ 
chael's College in 1851. The first mem¬ 
bers to be admitted into the Society were 
tlir pupils of Rhetoric C. la&n. who were 
*de jure’ members. According to a clause 
in the Constitution, the doors of the So¬ 
ciety were open to ail students who were 
willing to submit to certain conditions not 
very burdensome, but sufficient to prevent 
nu tnbership from becoming a mere name. 
From the very beginning the object of the 
Society was the encouragement of essay 
writing, elocution and public speaking. 

Father Ferguson in outlining the object 
of the Society said : “It is hut little to 
think soundly on any subject if we lack 
the means nf making our views attainable 
to those around us, Knowledge has pow¬ 
er only when stored up in the mind of him 
who can make his influence felt through 
the medium of speech.” A later president 
described the work of the Society thus: 
“The primary object of the Society is the 
cultivation of literary tastes among senior 
students. In the realm of the prescribed 
course in Literature, the Classics. History 
mul Philosophy, an abundance of material 
may he found. The class-room and the 
lecture hall, need the supplementary work 
of a literary organization. Every college 
graduate, whether priest or professional 
man. sooner or later must meet questions 
that will absorb his undivided attention. 
Practice iti the application of one’s faculties 
to a problem that engrosses one’s atten¬ 
tion for any length of time may lie obtain¬ 
ed in a literary society!’ 

Through the untiring efforts of Father 
Ferguson the society had success. He urg¬ 
ed tiie students to he original, to net as 
monitor* to each oilier, to correct the 
blemishes in grunmutr and pronunciation 
which they might detect in their fellows. 
“VVc must make this society a school of 
iwntrt! improvement,” said lie. lie ever 
utged the members to read good books and 


to memorize good models. 

Fr. Ferguson was succeeded in June 
1883, by bis worthy Secretary Fr. R. Mc- 
Brady who for a time held both portions. 
As Secretary we may say that Fn McBradv 
has been unsurpassed, Himself a finish¬ 
ed student of English, and a gifted orator 
In* was always a standard to he aimed at. 
He always substantialt*d Ids criticisms with 
references to the principles of oratory set 
down by both classic and modern authori¬ 
ty. 

It was during the regime of Rev. Fr. 
Dumouchellr that the Annual Oratorical 
Contest was inaugurated. If a student has 
been deemed worthy by his ability and 
strength of character to appear before a 
distinguished gathering on the evening of 
ilu Oratorical Contest, he may well be said 
to be a fitting representative of the stand¬ 
ards of Assumption College. The donor 
o! the Oratorical Prize is the Rl. Rev. 
Msgr. Dennis O’Connor. Vicar General of 
the Diocese of London. 

In 1903 the society began a period of 
expansion. Inspired and directed by their 
worthy President Fr. Roach, the students 
began to bold class debates. Up to the 
present these debates have remained w ithin 
the college walls. The year 1915 marked the 
opening of the regime of Rev. Fr. FI Rums 
C.5.B. Under such a Director the society 
flourished. 

And lo-tluy as at the beginning tlu* spirit 
of St. Basil’s Literary Society is every¬ 
where manifest t*i! iri all college activities, 
Ai present, our worthy President is the 
Rev. L. J. Bondy C.S.B., an ecclesiastic 
whose exceptional diligence and constant 
zeu! is consecrated to the furtherance of 
Catholic education among the youth. 
Directed by such an able priest St. Basil’s 
Literary Society will give an invaluable 
training to the students of Assumption Col¬ 
lege, destined either for Lite public profes-” 
aions or for God's Holy Priesthood. 

Meetings are held every two weeks. Be¬ 
sides Father Bondy as president the other 
officers are: Clarence Dorsey, vice-presi¬ 
dent, and Mr. A. Denomy, secretary. The 
next meeting will be Tuesday, Nov. 25.

College Team Receives 
Fine Treat men t 
al Toledo 


BACK FIELD SHOWS GROUND 
RAINING ABILITY 

Tlie first team finally broke its streak of 
herd lui k last week when it defeated High¬ 
land Park J. C. 55-7. All tHCAHOn lurk 
Mettled to have turned against them, for in 
.spite of the fact, that they have been con¬ 
tinually outplaying their opponents, vic¬ 
tory smiled on the opposing players. 

A new star (nunc to light in the person 
of Jimmy Whelihan. His startling ability 
ut practice during the week proved him 
eligible for last week’s game. He w as put 
in at left half, and showed himself to he 
a great man for that position. His line 
plunges and speedy end runs were hut two 
fac tors of his lighting spirit. This is said 
without detracting from other players who 
fought just us hard for honors all season. 
Mi intyre the other half-hack, cut loose in 
this gutne and as the result was the cause 
of three touch-downs. He is a hard man 
to hold and whenever in possession of the 
ball lie never failed to make a gain. Mo 
Curtliy, our snappy quarter-back, ia also a 
hard man to keep from shining. After a 
few minutes of play ho received a punt on 
his own twenty-live yard line, and travelled 
seventy-five yards for a first touchdown. 
This good work w as offset at the next kick- 
off when the heavy wind carried the hall 
back even witli Assumption’s line of at¬ 
tack, and us received by Hauser who 
travelled about sixty-three yaril* for High¬ 
land Park's only touchdown. This put 
new fight into. both teams, and a fine battle 
ensued. shortly after the second quarter, 
McIntyre took the ball, and by Splendid 
interference of Moyuahau and Whelihan, 
ran for Assumption's -second touchdown. 
From then on Highland Park was outplay¬ 
ed in every phase of the game, and at no 
time was the Purple and White in danger 
from its opponent's atlack. Just before 
liu half-time Assumption made a third 
tuuchdown by a beautiful pass from Mc¬ 
Carthy to Murray. The Assumption line 
worked as a unit and with the exception 
of a few small gains held Highland Park 
to a standstill. Joseph McCabe fought 
like a tiger. In the midst of his great 
tackling he succeeded in guining the ball 
for hi» team after a fumble by Highland 
Park. The same honor is due Moyunhnn, 
Mahon and Murray, who recovered the 
ball on fumbles by Highland Park. 

The vacancy at left tackle made by Mr. 
Redmond’s tryout in the backlirld was fill¬ 
ed by Stone who was replaced by McMil¬ 
lan at half time. Captain Kramer played 
u wonderful game at centre and was re¬ 
sponsible for one touchdown. Schneider 
and Mahon his. two guardsmen worked to* 
gctlier in making wide holes in Highland 
Park's line. Denman our big left end was 
out for blood. Towards the end of the 
game he intercepted a pass mid scored a 


touchdown. McIntyre received a short 
kiek-ofr and travelled for another touch¬ 
down. Within the Iasi few minutes of play 
Dcttmau broke up a lateral pass, and ob¬ 
taining the hall ended the game with the 
eighth touchdown for Assumption.

PURPLE AND WHITE GRIDDERS

To top off a season that can be regarded 
as successful from every point of view. 
Fr. O’Loane’s grid-men stepjied out and 
took everything the big Red und White 
squad from the Metropolis had to offer 
and then to add spice to the affair, offered 
a few innovations of their own.

When, in 1854, Pope Urns IX decreed 
that the Immaculate Conception is a truth 
revealed by Cod and, therefor, is to be 
believed by all Catholics, he merely placed 
the infallible seal of the Church on a doc¬ 
trine whicii is as old as the Church itself. 
Catholics, with bn! few exceptions, have 
always believed that the Virgin Mary, in 
view of the fact that she was destined to 
he die mother of God, was preserved from 
her very conception from all stain of 
original sin.

The Catholic Press 


Nowadays the Press is assuredly one of 
the greatest factors in public life. For, if 
public opinion is < *Kmg n and “Master" of 
the modern world, tile “Press" is his 
“Prime Minister.” Between these two great 
forces there is a continuous action and 
reaction; the Press is at the same time the 
mol dor and mirror of public opinion. 
And tin* world has used this mighty weapon 
with advantage against the Catholir 
Church. To create an auti-Catholic 
opinion, surround the Church—its author 
ity. it* practices with an atmosphere of 
prejudice and antagonism, has always been 
the aim of non-Catholic press. Of late 
this campaign bus become so universal 
and so violent “that were St Paul to live 
rmong us In* would become a journalist,” 
-*aid Archbishop Ireland. Repeatedly the 
Pontiffs of Rome have urged the faithful 
to contribute to support of the Catholic 
Press. “In vain you will build churches," 
‘•aid Pius X, M give missions, found schools, 
all your efforts will lie destroyed if you 
are not able to wield the defensive and 
offensive weapon of a loyal mid sincere 
Catholic Press.” 

The Catholics of Canada should have 
these words of the beloved Pontiff con¬ 
tinually before their minds. In our 
‘-parcelv settled provinces the Catholir 
paper h the greatest help of the priest. 
It prepares, keeps and perfects his work 
and yen* often is the only silent messenger 
of the Church’s teachings. Isolation from 
all Catholic life, from its teachings, its 
authority, it* sacraments, has created 
through Western Canada a tremendous 
leakage in the Church. This leakage can 
be stopped to a certain extent by the active 
service of a good Prc**. The Catholic 
paper, indeed, reacts as an antitoxin 
against the virus of unbelief and indiffer¬ 
ent ism which a non-Calholic atmosphere 
is bound to spread. In its columns wc 
find the answers to the misrepresentations 
and slanders which bigotry is ever throw¬ 
ing at the church. The reading of a Cath¬ 
olic paper breaks down the narrow walls 
of parochialism, provincialism and na¬ 
tionalism and introduces its readers into 
the more serene and more spacious regions 
of Catholic life . 

1 herefore it should be the aim of every 
Catholic to support and encourage the 
Catholic FVesa, so that the doctrine of 
truth and light does not perish from the

How thrilling, how sensa¬ 
tional* how exciting is the effect produced 
h\ tobogganing, skiing, and ice-boating, 
where you arc carried through space by 
nature's own means, the wind, at a terrific 
rate of speed!

Winter 
gives you health, pleasure* thrills and 
makes you a better man. What benefit 
there is in one breath of whiter air deeply 
inhaled under the stimulus of physical 
exercise! There is always health and 
pleasure in the great outdoors, but there 
b even more when winter comes.

THE COLLEGE AS A MOULDER OF 
IDEALS 

Rusk in in his well known work, 
“Sesame and Lilies,** states that parents 
never seek for their children an education 
good in itself, but an education which will 
keep a good coat on their son's back; 
which will enable him to ring with con¬ 
fidence the visitors bell at double belled 
doors. 

In taking a bird's eye view over the 
campuses of the various universities of 
\ marina we would observe how many 
are actuated bv the same motives as the 
people of RaskinS time, in fact since 
the World War men's desires have shown 
a marked tendency towards the material 
things of the world. Unfortunately 
many of our large universities are accen¬ 


tuating this tendency. They arc era* 
phasing the material wants and neglecting 
The spiritual needs. This is regrettable 
because the need for men with a thorough 
Christian education was never greater 
than at the present time. 

The United States Army mental tests 
made during the late war revealed the 
astonishing fact that only a very small 
percentage of the people arc capable, by 
virtue of natural ability, of taking an 
intelligent part in governing the country. 
This report discloses the fart that only 
13% of the population are able to get 
through college well; only 15% are able 
to get through at all; and 25% arc unable 
to comprehend the significance of the 
ballot. This report has been attacked by 
some critics as being inaccurate and not 
giving a real test of a man’s mental 
capacity. 

But even if this report b not exact, it 
is undeniably true that the great majority 
cannot think independently on serious 
problems. If it is a question of private 
or government ownership of railways, of 
tariff revision* or any other momentous 
problem it is submitted to the people as 
a whole, 25%. of whom are mentally 
subnormal. These people vole just as 
their leaders wish them to vote and they 
arc cajoled into thinking that they are 
governing themselves. Lord Bryce has 
said: “No one can have had some years 
in the conduct of ajffarrs in a legislature, 
or in administration without observing 
how extremely small is the number of 
persons by whom the world is really 
governed,” 

From these facts it is quite obvious 
that the welfare of the slate depends on 
the ideals of these more naturally gifted 
and better educated few. It depends upon 
the ideals of the colleges where these men 
receive their education. 

If these men arc trained solely along 
intellectual lines without arty attention 
to the higher things of life, we will have 
a group of leaders whose first principle 
is a gratification of self. If on the other 
hand the men in whose care the destiny of 
the country b placed sue 1 rained in a col¬ 
lege where the qualities of virtue take 
precedence over, or at least are co-ordin¬ 
ated with the acquisition of knowledge, 
then we will have men who will ad¬ 
minister affairs in the best interests of 
the nation.

THE DAWES PLAN 


Last April the Canadian arid American 
press commented at length on a piece of 
news the greater pari of the world had 
awaited most anxiously for months, namely 
the Dawes Plan, or the report of the Ex¬ 
perts to the Reparation Commission. From 
January to April nothing definite could 
he learned from ihe secret deliberations 
of the special commission, even though 
some of the journalists professed to have 
41 un i m peacha hi e in f o rmat ton regarding 
the unvoiced thoughts of individual 
experts.” 

The plan is operating presently and 
seems to be the solution of ihe reparations 
difficulties and since it means so much to 
the prosperity of all Europe and neces¬ 
sarily of Canada and the United States 
it would bo well for the public to have 
some idea of its outstanding features. 
The report contains some 14.000 words, 
and in the limited space of “Purple and 
While” a concise resume of the plan is 
all that is possible to give. Incidentally 
it might he remarked that besides the 
three Americans serving on the board 
with Mr. Dawes as chairman there were 
representatives of England, France, Italy 
and Belgium, all aide men and official 
representatives of their governments; hut 
with rare tact they all but suppressed 
mention of their work, and pushed forward 
the American quality serving on the com¬ 
mission. 

It remind j one strongly of England V 
premier, George Canning, crediting 
American statesmanship for the concep- 
lion of the Monroe Doctrine, and the 
saini- self-abnegation which led the Allied 
nations to make President Wilson the 
mouthpiece of the Allied war aims. They 
l>nmv Americans pretty well. 

Tiie first recommendation of the com¬ 
mission was the establishing of a single 
gold bank with a central office in Berlin 
mid debarring the German Government 
from issuing hank notes. The capital of 
the bank is to be §1,000,000,000. pail to 
he raised in Germany and part abroad. 
It is to lie governed by a German 
Managing Board and it General Board of 
M members: seven Germans and a mem¬ 
ber from Belgium. France, Great Britain, 
Holland. Italy, Switzerland and the U-3. 
An international loan of $200,000,000 is 
to be made, Germany to ensure the suc¬ 
cessful establishment of the gold bank 
and to cover internal payments on account 
of reparations for the financial year 
1921-25. Tliis loan was floated last 
October and was oversubscribed in a few 
minutes, the U,S. taking $110*000,000, 
England §4,010,(00 and the other allies 
with Holland and Switzerland subscribing 
to the balance. 

Then follows the plan for the payment 
of reparations, costs of armies of occupa¬ 
tion and ether treaty charges. These shall 
be met by Germany from taxation, rail¬ 
way earnings and industrial delumlures. 
Payment! will he on a sliding scale 
starting with 2SO million dollars in 192b 
and rising each year to a standard pay¬ 


ment of 625 millions* expecting thereby 
to have the total Reparations of 
§33,000,000—Allies agreement of May, 
1921—paid off in about 17 years. 

The German railway system, some 
33,000 miles, is to Iw controlled by a 
special corporation capitalized * at 
6,500,000,000. This corporation is to he 
governed by a board of directors, 38 in 
number, half of whom arc to be appointed 
by the German Government and half by 
an Allied Railway Commissioner. The 
net annual revenue is expected to exceed 
$250,000,000. 

Finally the German Government is to 
mortgage all its industries and provide 
guaranteed debentures to a capital value 
of 1,250,000,000 which at 6% interest 
will give an income of $75,000,000, 

These are the main points of the Ex¬ 
perts plan and judging from the payments 
Germany has already made since its 
going into effective operation September, 
192 L we may well say it is the best solu¬ 
tion offered at any time since that 
memorable November 11, 1918. 

The responsibility of carrying out the 
Expert's plan rests on the shoulders of 
Seymour Parker Gilbert, Jr., a young 
American not yet thirty-two. Through 
his hands will go the reparations Germany 
is to pay. He will virtually command 
Germany s finances and he the principal 
link between the Allies and “Deutchland 
Ueberalles,’ sic, and for assuming this 
responsibility will receive an annual 
stipend of $17,500.

Funeral Services Held 
For Prominent Basilian 

FR. RENAUD BURIED AT SANDWICH 


Marked by nil the solemn ceremony 
with which the Catholic dumb honors 
its priestly dead, a high mass of requiem 
was sung Friday by the Right Rev. 
Michael J. Gallagher, Bishop of Detroit, 
at the funeral of the Rev. Fr. Luke 
Renatid, C.S.B., pastor of Ste. Mine de 
Detroit since 1903, and at one time of 
Assumption faculty. 

Burial was in the plot of the Basilian 
order in the Sandwich cemetery. 

Many priests from Michigan and 
neighboring stales and Assumption col¬ 
lege filled the sanctuary of the historic 
churt h. ihe oldest Catholic edifice in 
Detroit, where Fr. Keuaud had endeared 
himself to thousands, both Catholic and 
Protestant, by his never-failing zeal for 
souls and his truly Christian benevolence. 
He was 75 years old. 

Announcement of Fr. Retiaud’s death 
on Feb. 9 saddened and surprised the 
faculty and students of Assumption Col¬ 
lege, where he was prefect of studies for 
four years, following his ordination in 
1881. lie was a student here from 1870 
to 1879. The late Father Mcalhe. for 
many years pastor of St. Leo’s church, 
Detroit, was ordained with Fr. RcnamL 

Though Father Rcnaud was little known 
by lI k* present student body, his name was 
highly revered by the alumni who knew 
him as a member of the faculty. 

Due to bis pronounced adaptation for 
parish work, Fr. Rrnatid was appointed 
assistant at Amherslburg in 1888 and 
later be ante pastor. A beautiful church 
at Harrow, Ont„ built during his

A terriKc wind storm in 1911 destroyed 
several of the beautiful stained glass 
windows of the church whit h had become 
renowned in the dio; *se. for n time i! 
was thought they cmibl not he replaced. 
Through zealous effort the pastor soon 
had them duplicated at a cost of £21.090.

Who amone us has not at some time or 
other in our lives taken a keen enjoyment 
in reading stories and episodes from tin* 
lives of famous men? And who of us 
when reading these same life stories have 
ever frit that we were reading the deeds 
of real , living men of flesh and blood? 
Glorified as they scent with only their 
noble and manly deeds left to us. their 
real human and inferior trails having 
been mellowed and lost in the stretch of 
lime since their existence,—they seem to 
stand out as little gods in their individual 
spheres, or at least as extraordinary men 
who lived in days long since past and for 
whom wc might search in this day and 
age, hut never find. 

Rut how near are we right? Are there 
no men today, good or bad. whose* deeds 
will live long after them as examples or 
warnings to future generations? There 
Is at least one character in the public eye 
today that has had such meteoric career 
and who has used such original and 
forceful methods to obtain his leadership, 
that no mutter in what light he is placed 
by present day historians to form the 
ideas of the future, he will be looked 
upon in the light of romance nnd it may 
he,—as the “Saviour of Italy.” This 
character is Benito Mussolini, Premier of 
Italy and Chief of the Fascisti forces. 

There is no doubt hut that he is now, 
nnd has been for the last few years, the 
most outstanding figure in Italy. How 
long he will endure, or what will be the 
outcome of his methods is a matter of 
conjecture. So rather than attempt to 
analyse his policies, let us review the life 
and character of this really extraordinary 
man. 

Mussolini was the sou of a blacksmith 
in the little Italian town of Romagra. 
Due to the efforts of his mother and 
grandmother, two devout women, he re¬ 
ceived an education at the hands of the 
Salesian Fathers. We read that from his 
earliest years he was accustomed to 
revolution and political agitation. Cer¬ 
tainly he has held socialistic views for 
the greater purl of his life. But pos¬ 
sessing the intellect ihat he does and 
having delved to the depths in bis study 
of Socialism, he retained the principle 
that there could he no progress without 
leadership. Soon after leaving college, 
die young Benito was earning his living 
as a woodworker in Switzerland. Here 
he managed, in suite of his abject poverty, 
to continue his education. But he seemed 
always inclined to unrest and we find that 
he was expelled from each canton in turn 
for his revolutionary activities, and in 
1909, was forced to leave Austria for 
the same reason. In 1912, he became 
director of the Socialist newspaper, 
“Avanti,” and remained upon its staff 
till 1914. 

Then came the war. He served his 
country as a common soldier and rose 
only to be a corporal. He did not seek 
promotion, but rather looked upon the

war as his duly. As I he result of being 
severely wounded, he lay in a hospital 
for a long time. 

It was after the war that he came into 
prominence. He saw dearly the crisis 
that Italy was faring and sought some 
means for her salvation. Knowing as he 
did that Bolshevism could never succeed 
iu Italy, and that the international ideals 
of pure Social Ism would never be 
adopted by the ex-service men, who 
formed the backbone of the nation and to 
whom he looked for support, he invented a 
new system and gradually developed it 
to working perfection. He organized 
“Fascistsm” for the vindication of the 
victory, the rights of ex-service men, and 
the liberty of the world." 

When the emergency arose, he was 
ready. In li?20, after months of violent 
agitation, the workers in Italy took over 
the factories from the owners and forti¬ 
fied themselves against invasion by the 
government forces. But some leader in 
tlie eapitol, w ith Ids finger on the pulse of 
the people, restrained ally violence on 
I he narl of the governmental troops and 
the strikers were left strictly alone. This 
was contrary to their expectations and 
when they found themselves unmolested, 
they began to run the factories themselves 
But with little raw material on hand, no 
money or credit with which to obtain 
more, no leaders with technical know- 
I edge, and every day finding cancel led 
orders pouring in from all over the con¬ 
tinent, the workers—and with them Italy 
—faced utter ruin. 

But a new ray of hope began to shine 
out. Mussolini bad been quietly organ* 
izing his forces in the north, and men 
from everywhere, especially the youth of 
[he country, flocked as recruits to the 
bluek-shirled FaeistL With their uncon¬ 
querable power and irrosi -table force* they 
swept all before them and where had 
been disorder and chaos, law and order 
reigned. The people came to recognize 
in the Fascists a constructive force that 
could he trusted and in their gratitude 
swept Mussolini to the height of popu¬ 
larity. 

About this lime Facta i, Premier of 
Italy* tendered to the king Ids resignation, 
which was accepted, Mussolini was 
i fife red the post and he has held it ever 
since. The press says that it was hh 
amazing knowledge of the psychology of 
I he Italian people (hat 1ms kept him there. 
And although he has repeatedly denied 
bring a dictator, there is certainly no man 
in Italy today wiLh greater influence in 
public affairs than Mussolini* But al¬ 
most daily reports are forthcoming that 
he has fallen. Scenting news of universal 
interest, scores of newspapermen linger 
in Italy awaiting the collapse of this 
seemingly weak structure. And yet it 
J.ves] CuL to what end! Experts pre¬ 
dict all sorts of results, but only lime will 
prove the success or failure of Mussolini's 
method. Meanwhile this leader of the

LITERARY SOCIETY HEARS 

SPLENDID TALK ON PEACE 


(Continued from Pap* 1, Col, 3) 
nmu’d forces of (wo or more sovereign 
Males. Man waged war, in its essential*', 
the some as the Great War. nineteen hun¬ 
dred years before Christ. The archaeolo¬ 
gist who delves for knowledge in the sands 
that cover Nineveh can tell strange tah*> 
of ancient war. Where today the laborer 
lifts the wind-blown soil front off the dust 
of empires, the* wily enemy once mined 
his way beneath the foeinan’s wall. 
Every school-child and any laborer knows 
that the story of history is completely told 
in the tule of war. From Cain to the 
Kaiser conflict has been practically con¬ 
tinuous; their methods have changed, we 
know, hut causes must have existed. What 
were they?” 

Mr. Mc Intyre said that the necessity 
of primitive man to fight for sustenance 
had been succeeded among nations by a 
notion of necessity which included “sea¬ 
ports, the annihilation of a possible 
antagonist on their frontier or more room 
for a growing population.” “Do the 
statesmen responsible for these policies/* 
hr asks, “count the cost of destruction in 
men and women? Are they aware that, 
even if the dawning decades do not witness 
the inauguration of inter-planetary 
c migration, the world will not be crowded 
before the animate host of humanity num¬ 
bers in excess of thirty-three billions?” 

In scathing terms he then denounced 
Imperialism as the cause of causes of 
war; for it says, in effect, that national 
ideals cannot grow side by side, and 
proceeds to subordinate small nations to 
its own conception of culture. Its allies 
are “the fones of high finance, graft 
groups seeking gilt-edged investments, 
manufacturers mad in the race for raw 
material, concessionaires, content to 
sweat their share from the semi-slave 
population of conquered territory.” 

The reason such things can be 
true at this late age, Mr. McIntyre 
averred, is that, not the people who pay 
the cost of wars, hut the high priests of 
national policy, puppets of the foreign 
office, liegin and end wars. “For them,” 
he continued* “it is a game of secrecy and 
intrigue: their cards are Heels and armies; 
their chips, mere human l»eings; the 
stakes, land, gold and glory/* And in 
defense of their position they quote surh 
pagan philosophers us Bemhardi who says 
that “war i» a biological necessity of the 
hrst importance, a regulative element in 
the life of mankind that cannot be dis¬ 
posed with.” Or again they say “Pearo 
produces no gTcat art/ 1 or they concur 
with Nietzche who said “It is a mere 
illusion and pretty sentiment to expect 
much from mankind if he forgets to make 
war/* or they say further “you arc for¬ 
getting the glory of war.” 

In answer to their sanctimonious cant 
the speaker said “We cannot conceive of 
a decay in genius (even if wars cease) 
when Christianity can give to the world 
the consummate urt of an Angelo, the ex¬ 
pression of talent by a Dante. The glory 


of war! Let us point to Napoleon. He 
ruled the land from Portugal to Persia, 
from Sahara’s sands to the snows of 
Sweden. Surelv glory—military glory— 
was his if it was am man’s, fie sought 
a pln<r in jhe shining sun. and now from 
out the silver stars would, if he could, 
tell you and me what glory is. Oh! 
Sons of Canada, Oh! Citizens of America, 
remember the record of your country’s 
manhood and of your country's 
womanhood in the lute war; look at the 
niches in Earth’s Hall of Fume, look and 
behold the number of peace-lovers there, 
and then turn to Nietzche and his kind, 
and label them the liars that they are.” 

“U w , ar worth its cost? To grow 
military laurels the earth must he irri¬ 
gated with blood, poured out in trenches, 
cultivated by the eternal explosions of 
mines and shells, sowed with the bodies 
of millions of men, reaped with the 
relentless tools of airplane, gas and 
tank; and if the crop is to be perennial, 
so must the work of bloody agriculture. 
Earth will never be heaven and never 
again Paradise; but because the sweat of 
the brow' must ever wet the human 
countenance* is no reason for mingling 
with it the tears of preventable sorrow. 
War would cease if the race could con¬ 
stantly consider its cost. But men forget 
and wars go on.” 

Mr. McIntyre reviewed the striving for 
un enduring peace from the Aniphvetionic 
Council of Delphi even to the most 
modern peace plans. “Peace by con¬ 
quest. peace by empire, by balance of 
power, by friendly conference, peace by 
international legislature,—all have failed” 
he said, “because a false philosophy that 
knows not God. knows not the loginning, 
knows not the end of Immunity, has sought 
without spiritual sight the solution of 
Earth's second greatest problem.” 

The speaker went on to say that 
“Theories with no thought of God are 
doomed to failure for Christ was and is 
the Prince of Peace. Judaism, Paganism, 
slavery, duelling, religious persecution and 
greater enemies have fallen before the 
armies of the lowly Nuzarene; who shall 
say that war shall not go the way of the 
rest. I commit myself to the solemn asser¬ 
tion that, corresponding to the extension of 
Christianity, the true Christianity of 
Christ, so shall the dove of peace spread 
her welcome wings over a war-worn 
world.” 

In conclusion the speaker urged his 
audience to live and spread Christianity 
until a majority of men l»elieve in Christ 
and only a minority how down to Mars. 
He pointed to the century of peace l»e- 
tween Canada and United Statr>, us proof 
of the possibility of peace between all 
nations. “But to find it.” he said, “we 
must go, not with Eulenl>erg to the grave, 
but with Benedict to the Gospel. To 
taste the truth of this we must quaff, not 
the paid poison of the yellow press, hut 
drink deeply of the consoling wine of 
song which flowed from the heavenly 
heralds at Bethlehem —“Peace on earth 
to men of good will.” Wc must hush the

FRS. DDMOUCHELLE AND MURRAY 
WERE FORMER A. C. PROFESSORS. 


Saturday. May 2nd, Father A. P. 
Dumouchelle, C.S.B., quietly passed away 
at Hotel Dieu. Windsor. On the following 
Tuesday, May 5th. Father E. Murray, 
C.S.B.. died at St. Michael’s, Toronto. 
Thus passed away two noble characters, 
whose lives were spent in labors within 
the historic walls of the sister schools 
Assumption and St. Michael’s. There is 
hardly an alumnus of either institution 
who does not recall his days under the 
tutorship of these two venerable teachers. 

Father Murray was 82 years old. \ 
few years ago he celebrated his golden 
jubilee, nuiking fifty years service in the 
ministry. His active life was divided 
between Sandwich and Toronto. 

Father Dumouchelle spent 12 years of 
his life in the priesthood. Ordained in 
1888 he was immediately made a member 
of St. Michael's faculty. In 1895 he 
assumed duties of dire tor of studies at 
Assumption till 1901 when he returned 
to Toronto. In 1916 he discontinued his 
activities as a teacher and was made 
assistant pastor at Ste. Anne’s, Detroit 
The last of his active career was spent 
at Assumption Church, Sandwich. He 
was active up to a year ago when he was 
taken ill with a serious illness from which 
he never recovered. Solemn Requiem 
Mass was sung in Assumption Church 
Tuesday, May 5th. Father Cote, one of 
the oldest men in the community, was 
celebrant of the Mass. About fifty mem¬ 
bers of the clergy from the Border Cities 
and Detroit attended the funeral. The 
college students also assisted in a body.

Ye Olde Assumption 


(JKJTE:—The writer wishes to cypress his 
thanks for the use *4 an article "The As¬ 
sumption College of Olden Times” % Rev, 
Oias. Collins, C.S.B, which was the source of 
information for (he following article). 

It is rather a tong cry to die year of 
*88* but it may not be uninteresting to the 
present gene ration to know how college 
boys lived in the ancient days, though they 
may not be able to realize what it all meant 
to those who experienced the pioneer days 
of college life in Sandwich, and are still in 
active life, with prospects of remaining so 
foi some time. 

In clothing you with the mystic mantle 
of the "eighties and 'nineties, we shall first 
visit the realm of athletics. Baseball was 
the leading sport at that time. The season 
was usually in fuTfWing by the middle of 
March, Officers were elected before the 
commencement of each season. The dues 
were an important factor in the success of 
a team. The dues for the Stella team, 50 
cents; for the Belvedere and Maple Leaf, 
25 cents. The Pear-Naughts were the only 
other team boasted of, but w ere unorganis¬ 
ed and did not take baseball very seriously. 
The money received from the due#, together 
with a few dollars from the staff made up 
the working capital of the club and it was 
a rare thing to see the amount fail to sup* 
plv the needs of the teams. The Catcher 
owned ‘The” finger glove, and often he was 
fitted with protector and mask. The sec¬ 
retary owned the needle and thread to keep 
the halls in condition. 

The players however didn’t seem to suf¬ 
fer from taking throws or snaring liners 
with the bare hand. Father Hayden pre¬ 
sented the first catchers mjjt to the Stella 
Club and was acclaimed a hero. The ques¬ 
tion of suits was little spoken of but often 
thought of. A visiting team from ikjj;oit 
would be decked out with suits nnclwell 
supplied with equipment but yet the boys 
of '88 would emerge on the long end of the 
score. One Alurnnu- relates that as many 
m right Slate League players were with 
the visitors and yet "our * boys were vic¬ 
torious. This shows that although our 
boys were larking a little in equipment, 
thtw were not deficient in athletic skill. 

Discussing the growth of uniforms il 
must be remembered tfiat it took years to 
clothe the baseball players. The first 
symptom of boldness in the quest of uni¬ 
forms was the wearing of belts by the first 
team. The next step in progress was the 
wearing of a cheap leather and canvas aN 
fair on their feet. It took a year to pro¬ 
gress from belts to shoes. Gradually the 
other articles began to appear until finally 
in 1898 the Clubs purchased complete out¬ 
fits for general use of learnt. 

Baseball has been dealt with at some 


length as it was then the major sport; and 
now the minor sports will be discussed but 
briefly,. The game of foot ball as we now' 
term it did nor appear till 1903 bur soccer 
was quite prominent before then. /'Dm* 
material was delightfully simple and inex¬ 
pensive, only one ball being required and 
that lasting most of a season. The game 
itself is a combination Rugby, Association 
mid Basket-ball, The number participat¬ 
ing varied. The simple announcement 
that one side of the chapel or study-hall 
would play the other was all tin* prelim¬ 
inary arrangement necessary. The ball 
was placed in the centre, kicked and then 
nefas nefandum. Even the dignified vice- 
president* Lather McBrady, might he seen 
making brilliant dashes at this game. 

The game oF handball was played for a 
long time in the middle classroom on the 
lower floor facing Huron Line, now’ 2A. A 
handball alley (90x30 feet) with arched 
roof and hardwood Moor was erected in 
1891. This building was also used as an 
auditorium for entertainments. It was

signor O’Connor uiul is probably llie most 
coveted trophy awarded during the year. 
That it is no mean honor to be rhosen to 
appear in this contest is shown by the fact 
that there were originally some eighteen 
entrants for the preliminaries, and from 
among these the above named were select¬ 
ed to participate in the iinals. 

Mr. Cullinane’s theme for his oration 
was ‘‘Ferdinand Foch. the Man. Nut em¬ 
phasizing especially the military career of 
the great general he portrayed in simple 
and clear words and with the skill of the 
artist, the character of the man, who, he 
said, will he remembered and revered per¬ 
haps more for his simple unassuming man¬ 
ner and strong Christian faith than for his 
military at hievements. “In his writings’ 
said Mr. Cullinane “Foch dwells upon duty 
and discipline as the guiding ideals oi a 
soldier’s character. They have been the 
guides of his own career, hut with Ferdi¬ 
nand Foch himself, the ideal of duty and 
discipline has a higher sanction than mili¬ 
tary tradition. The religion that he was 
taught in his Pyrenean home, am! later in 
the Jesuit colleges have been something 
not merely to he professed, hut to he prac¬ 
tised. It has been a real force in the 
moulding of his great character. 

Mr. Lynch chose for his subject “Ilie 
Catholic Church and Education.” He 
showed that from the earliest ages of the 
church she has always been the greatest 
agency for preserving and making avail¬ 
able to us. all that was best in the culturb 
of all ages. This she has done through the 
tireless zeal and matchless genius of the 
early Fathers of the church through the 
universities and monasteries which she 
founded and fostered throughout FTirope 
in the middle ages, through the leadership 
of her sons in the scientific progress of 
modern times, and today through her so¬ 
licitude for religious instruction the world 
over. 

Mr. McIntyre discussed the question of 
“The Possibility of Permanent Peace.” He 
pointed out the havoc brought upon the 
human ra< e in all ages through the horrors 
of war and denounced the philosophers 
who would decry all sincere efforts for a 
lasting peace. Me pointed out that plans 
of peace divorced from God and religion 
had always failed, that the Christianity of 
the lowly Naiarene had vanquished such 
evils as duelling, slavery, and religious 
persecution, and asserted that through till:? 
Christianity, and only through it, could we 
hope for a reign of peace on earth.

(Continued from Png** 2 > 
torn down in PH 1 to make room for St. 
Michael’s Hall. 

Hockey had yet to he introduced into 
the curriculum of sports but many skated 
on the hay below Sandwich and on the 
brick |tr>mi in company of a Prefect* In 
1890 Father Mungoven opened a rink in 
the yard by having a square of ground ex¬ 
cavated. He trusted to nature to fill it 
with water but she was seldom in a bea¬ 
tific mood to do any real service. 

Such were the conditions of sport and 
vet the student body never complained of 
the paucity or parvity of material or any 
other inconveniences. And these inconven¬ 
iences were numerous; rising at 5:30; 
hieaking ice in the tank on the third floor 
before washing; breakfasts of slaters, 
ciusts. round bread, butter, coffee and wa¬ 
ter; dinners of fish or meat, potatoes, bread 


and dish of vegetables; suppers of similar 
character; the semi-annual hath; the one 
hour and a half class of mathematics 
every afternoon. 

The dramatic entertainments, presided 
over by Father Ferguson were of real taste 
and of tlie high order of Shakespeare or 
even better. J. Cahalan, now rector of the 
Cathedral in Detroit, J. O’Keefe and M. J. 
Coraerford both dead, and W. Omears now 
pastor in Dakota were leaders as drama¬ 
tists. 

Father Cote looked after the vocal talent 
among the students assisted by the iiova 
Msgr. P. McKeon of London, on ld> violin. 
Three days will he remembered hv Alumni 
of the eighties; St. Patrick’s Day, because 
of it- walk to Windsor and Walkerville 
and the return journey with a stop at Hotel 
l>!eu where the hoys sang hymns; St. Denis 
Day. the patron Saint of the superior FT. 
D O’Connor, a holiday and field day. with 
a little increase in the elaboration of the 
meals; St. Basil’s Day. the great day of the 
year, when every priest in the neighbor¬ 
hood obeyed a traditional call to the Col¬ 
lege. Meals that would slmme a royal 
table, games of humorous and high calibeT, 
and speeches of worthy merit combined to 
make the day a great and long remembered 
one. 

Thus we review the history o! our pre¬ 
decessors. their troubles, hardships, and 
their joys; and we cannot hut admire their 
sterling qualities. We note with regret 
piohahly that some of the traditions of old 
art- not in vogue today, hut we cannot hut 
admire how for over four decades such 
grand and sacred traditions as monthly de¬ 
votions in May, the Annual Retreat, Com¬ 
mencement Day and others have been re¬ 
tained. Probably many of the Old Boys 
miss the familiar sights of the grove. Stel¬ 
la’s diamond, the garden and the "little

While no records were broken, or 
“world-beaters” produced during the year 
in athletics, still very creditable teams rep- 
rt sen ted Assumption in the different fields 
of sport, and a substantial number of vic¬ 
tories were achieved. However, what 
made the season really a success was the 
wide participation in the games by a great 
majority of the students. Practically 
everyone, to a man, indulged in some 
blanch of athletics, thereby co-operating 
in attaining the real ends of college life, 
mental, moral and physical training. 

There is little room for complaint about 
lh< showing made by the different Assump¬ 
tion teams during the past school year. The 
five College teams lost a total of seven 
games in fool-ball, while they turned in 
twenty victories. The first team was the 
victim of four of the seven defeats, but 
three of these were decided by one touch* 
down or less, which is no disgrace for any 
team. Ihe Warriors and Minims each 
claim 5 victories against one defeat, while 
the Tai-Kuns played three tie games, won 
three and lost one. The sub-minims won 
the five games played with outside teams. 
In the Sub-minim league the Olympics 
were undefeated; winning six games and 
thus copping the championship. 

UNDEFEATED IN HOCKEY 

In hockey the College and High School 
teams were undefeated, winning 7 games. 
01 course the big victory of the season was 
the 2-1 win over the University of Michi¬ 
gan at An Arbor. Unfavorable weather 
conditions cut the hockey season short. And 
the return game with Michigan was called 
off. 

In basket-ball, the College team failed to 
win the majority of their games. However 
several games were lost by only a few' 
points.
